"Our challenge," said 
William Wirts speaking us 
meat procurement officer 
for Marriott hotels and 
resluuranls, "is to offer 
heef in ways the customer 
cun afford. We will main- 
tain, or improve qunlity, 
nncl I encourage you (cattle- 
men) to do the some." 

"We are one industry," 
stressed M.l). McVay of 
iYlBPXL. "We are ‘still 
involved in producing and 
selling one product— our in- 
terests ure inseparable. To 
fc-el and net otherwise 1ms 
liuil- us ull in’ the past and 
must not continue.” 

To effectively turn the 
fortunes nf the cattle 
industry around will be a 
complex and difficult task. 
But encouraging signals 
came from NCA Executive 
Vice President Berry, who. 
ns a student of the past, is 
poised to begin shaping the 
future. 

Taking stock of current 
problems, Berry said, the 
erosion of demand for beef 
is his top priority. Meat 
consumption is growing, 


but it is not more* beef the 
people tire eating. In the last 
four years, pointed out 
Berry, beef consumption 
lias dropped by 18 lbs. per 
person while purk rose by JG 
jhs. anil poultry by 10 lbs. 

"Price is not the only 
reason for the rising popu- 
larity ami hicmistfd con- 
sumption of pork and 
poultry. BoLh industries 
have i tut -pur lor mod us," lie 
told NCA me in burs. "First, 
by producing (heir products 
more efficiently: .second, by 
processing mill packaging 
their products for greater 
convenience and greater 
attractiveness tu the con- 
sumer; and, third, by 
investing more funds in 
aggressive promotion and 
merchandising programs.

Block rallies support at NCA event 


By LARRY MARSHALL 

Amid numorous breaks 
for applause, Secretary of 
Agriculture John Block 
talked philosophy and unity 
to a packed house nt the 
National Cattlemens Assn, 
annual meeting in Phoenix. 

Analyst predicts 
$70 steer prices 

Choice steer prices are 
about to bottom out and will 
improve to average $70 per 
cwt. during the second 
quarter, Topper Thorpe , 
Cattle-Fax general manager 
said. 

The first chanco of real 
price improvement will 
occur in the second quarter, 
Thorpe said, because sup- 
plies of all meats should 
decline during that period. 
He was speaking at the 
Cattle-Fax annual meeting 
held in conjunction with the 
National Cattlemen's Assn, 
convention. 

However, a price im- 
provement to $70 requires 
that cattle feeders "sell 
cattle now" or as soon as 
they are ready instead of 
holding them for better 
prices, Thorpe said. 

The highest cattle prices 
of the year will come in the 
second quarter, he said. 
Despite that improvement, 
. "a lot of cattle on, feed won't

Ho didn’t go into many 
specifics, but stressed con- 
tinually that he— and all of 
President Reagan’s team- 
are practical-minded busi- 
nessmen who wont to turn 
businesses like agriculture 
loose so they can Increase 
productivity. "A climate to 
make profits," he said is 
coming. A new "optimism 
in agriculture" is right 
around the corner. And for 
the first time, we have a 
federal government that 
will make it happen. 

Block drew another round 
of applause by saying "the 
health and prosperity of 
agriculture is the number 
one priority of the secretary 
of agriculture." 

Many changes are ahead 
for the department, as well 
as virtually every other area 
of government. The goal, 


said the secretary, is to cut 
the runaway government 
borrowing of money "out 
from under you." This is 
why there is 20% interest, 
and the private sector is 
hurting for funding; the 
money is going to federal 
projects. 

The food lunch program 
will likely be cut, along with 
dairy support programs and 
every other program to 
some extent* 

"We're identifying pro- 
grams that spend too many 
of your tax dollars, and we'll 
make the cuts that are 
necessary. I must warn 
you,'’ cautioned Block, 
"these cuts will not be 
painless. On the contrary, 
they will demand sacrifice 
from everybody. But the 
results will be worth the 
sacrifice. 


"Not only will inflation 
then wnne, but there also 
will be a reduced federal 
presence in matters that 
should be left to the states, 
local communities and to 
individuals. With the econo- 
mic health that comes from 
a free-market economy, 
Americans will be able to 
reclaim the independence 
that Is this nation's herit- 
age, "he said. 

The two areas Block 
doesn't want to see cuts in 
are research and export 
market development. "In 
the long run, both will pay 
dividends," he stressed. 

The long range plan to 
switch predator control 
from the Interior Depart- 
ment to the USDA hasn't 
been considered by the 
present administration.

Clyde to finally get heart ... Bonnie's 


Bonnie and Clyde are alive and living in 
Salt Lake City, Utah. And they are not 
killing people, but instead, are helping to 
keep them alive. 

Recently Clyde, a 185 lb. calf, 
underwent surgery to receive an artificial 

heart. The surgery was the first step in an 

operation doctors hope to perform on 
humans some day. 

Once the polyurethane pump has bean - 
working inside Clyde for several months, 
the' doctors plan to replace it. with a mil 
heart, donated by’Bonnie,; Clyde’s twin 
sister, according to United Press Inter- 
national. 

Doctors hbp^ implantation :of an artifi-. 
cial heaf tlna humanvfillbe a temporary 
inesaiite, . designed to keep thfc patient ' 
<dive untile aonbrt&nbe'found ityra heart 


transplant. In the past, however, they 
have simply replaced an animal's natural 
heart with an artificial device to study its 
physical reactions and longevity. 

With tho Bonnie. and Clyde export- 
. meat, they wjll carry out the entire 
process, including insertment of the real 
organ. 

The surgery is t?eing performed by a 
University of Utah surgical team. The 
university's laboratory 1 bam houses five 
calves and one sheep that are currently 
living with artifical hearts. A Jersey calf 
named Tennyson holds, the world record 
■ for survival with an artificial heart— 273 
days. • . 

The artificial heart implanted in Clyde 
is made of polyurethan e-coated Cacron 
and aluminum and 'is driven by an air

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Futures Assn, moves on self-regulation idea 




The National Futures 
Assn, has received' ‘virtual- 
ly unanimous encourage- 
ment" from industry lead- 
ers to proceed with plans to 
form a self-regulatory or- 
ganization, John Rain bolt, 
Washington counsel for the 
association, told CNS. 

A total of 51 representa- 
tives from all segments of 
the futures industry had a 
chance at a New York 
meeting recently to exn- 
mine nn NFR proposal for 
forming a Title III organiza- 
tion to take over some of the 
functions of the f'nmmodity 
Futures Trading Com mis- 
sion. Their response was u 
definite Thumbs up," ac- 
cording to HainhoK nnd 
other industry leaders. 

The meeting was consid- 
ered a critical turning point 
because it was the first 
opportunity for the NFA to 
present a finished proposal 
to the industry. "That 
meeting could have been a 
killer, but there are no 
serious objections to the 
plan," Rainbolt said. 

With most of the work 
done on the proposal, the 
NFA is expected to go ahead 
with an application to the 
CFTC within 30 to 60 days, 
CFTC Commissioner David 
Gartner said. 

The NFA will not proceed 
with its application until it 
has some assurances from 
the CFTC that the Commis- 
sion will use the resources 
freed-up by the Title III 
organization to step-up thr 
processing of pending fu- 
tures contract applications, 
Rainbolt said. 

The feelings of the 
industry leaders at the 
meeting was thut the CFTC 
should use its additional 
resources along lines that 
will help promote, not Btifle, 
futures industry growth, 
Rainbolt said. 

Initial renction from the 
CFTC is that the NFA 
should have no difficulty in 
getting those assurances 
from the Commission. Com- 
missioners Gartner und Rob 
Martin agreed thut the 
CFTC had been Inking far 
too long in considering new 
contract submissions. 

CFTC Chairman James 
Stone concurred, saying, "I 
would encourage the indus- 
try to look at this as a way to 
bring mroe CFTC attention 
to items they are interested 
in. i.e. the new products 
they wont considered." 

Stone cautioned that the 
CFTC will step up its

Block rallies support at NCA event

But, Block stressed, the 
new climate in this admini- 
stration means that the 
switch may not be useful. 
The new Interior secretary 
“will not be a problem; he 
will be a friend.” 

Block told the NCA 
members he ‘knows first 
hand of coyote problems. 
They have recently been 
eating his baby pigs. So, 
he assures cattlemen, this 
sheds a new light on the 
matter. 

Meat grading is another 
urea likely to change. But 


Block wouldn't, make any 
statement as to when or 
what would happen, only 
saying that USDA is work- 
ing with industry groups 
like NCA on some changes. 

Keeping with his busi- 
ness philosophy, the secre- 
tary expressed a difficulty in 
defending target prices for 
agricultural products. 
' ‘This is the same as a direct 
payment, ’ ' he said. Instead, 
the new secretary favors 
loan programs that get the 
funding out and bring it 
back through future repay- 
ment. 


“ President Reagan is 
himself a farmer-rancher,” 
Block concluded, “and 1 
assure you he is on the side 
of agriculture.”

Producers will nc»L have the 
option of putting light 
feeders on grass unlil prices 
improve, he snid. The only 
option for feeder cattle will 
he the feed lots, and feedlols 
will not he willing to psy 
more for feeders because of 
higher com prices and 
general higher costs, 
Thorpe said. 

Weather will be the key 
market factor in 1981, he 
said. 

The weather situation will 
he much like 1980— hot and 
dry, according to a long- 
range wenther outlook by 
Art Douglas, a staff re- 
search associate of the 
‘Scripp's Institute of Ocean- 
ography. The key weather 
factor will be continued 
inadequate precipitation, 
Douglas said. After a 
seasonal increase in mois- 
ture during March and 
April, there will be “real 
problems , ’ ’ accord i ng to 
Douglas. There will conti- 
nue to be severe drought 
areas scattered throughout 
the country, but especially 
in the southern sections , he 
said. 

More hot, dry weather 
this year will result in 


increased non- fed slaughLer 
during the second half, 
Thorpe snid. That will mean 
increased total beef produc- 
tion and will keep prices 
under pressure during that 
time, he said. 

Largely because of the 
dry weather and the econ- 
omy, the industry may bo 
“on the verge of a 
mini-reduction” of the cat- 
tle herd, Thorpe said. 

He snid he was “relative- 
ly assured" that the cattle 
industry is expanding at this 
time, as indicated by the 
recent USDA cattle inven- 
tory report. 


There lire some factor:! 
today l hat make the present 
cattle cycle different from 
past cycles, Thorpe said. 
Increased costs, higher 
inflation and high interest 
rales have limited cattle- 
men's ability to expand 
profitably , he said, and the 
industry may already have 
expanded to a point— 115 
million cultlo according to 
the invenlroy roporl— that 
is unprofitable.

IN OMAHA, PEOKJA AND SIOUX CITY, a whopping 
781 loads of live cattle wore delivered against the Chicago 
Mercantile Excliungu's February futures contract during 
the first week of Lhe mouth. Because of burdensome YG-4 
cattle in the Corn Belt that pressured caBh prices since 
November and the price discount packers are waging 
against overfut and large cattle, many farmer- feeders have 
hedged cattle against the Fehruary live cattle futures 
contract. 

With less than two weeks to go before the last delivery 
day. traders are not surprised by the amount of outstanding 
contracts and said massive liquidation usually occurs three 
or four days before the last delivery day. Trade delivery 
estimates could decline if the price spread between cash 
cattle and the February contract narrows to one dollar per 
cwt. At that point, stockmen will likely sell the cattle on the 
cash market to avoid commission and transportation costs 
for delivery against the futures contracts.
